The DeclaiaUoa of Independ- 
ence hong, for many yean. In a trim* 
la tie state department In tie rood 
then occupied by Stephen Pleasonton. 
who moved to Washington In 
1500 


with the government. 
Mr. Monroe, 


when he was elected president, cre- 
ated a new offlce. which was conferred 
cpoa Mr. Fleasontoa. that of chief of 
the lighthouse establishment, to which 
was added the auditing of tie iniaU- 
terlal and consular accounts. 


Mr. Beaseley. commissary of prison- 


en of war In London, forwarded tn 
the state department some London 
newspapers statins that the English 
Beets and-transport* were 'receiving 
troops al Bordeaux. France, with the 
latentloa of operatlns against Wash- 
ington and Baltimore. 


Upon 'receipt of this Information, 


which was a few days beiore the ene- 
my entered Washington. Mr. Monroe, 
then secretary ot state. James Malison 
betas president, mounted his horse, 
rode to Benedict, a small vlllase on 
the Patnxent. where the British forces 
were being landed, and climbed aa 
eminence within a quarter of a mile 
of the Tillage. In order to ascertain th« 
strength .ot the enemy. 
Being con- 


vinced after his Inspection that we 
had no force available that could •ac- 
cess fully resist them, he sent a note to 
Mr. Pleasonton by a vldette, adilslcg 
htm to se that the bi»{ care was taken 
of the books and papers of the state 
department. 
. Acting at occe open this authority 
Mrl Pleasonton purchased some coins 
lines and had It made Into bags ot 
suitable tlie. In which he. assisted by 
the others of the'office, placed the 
books'and other papers. 
. ', 


While engaged la"th!s~ work Gea. 


Armstrong; then secretary of 
war, 


passing the state department on his 
way to his own offlce. remarked that 
he thought they, were unnecessarily 
alarming themselves, as he did not 
talnk the British were serious la their 
Intentions of coming to Washington. 
Fortunately Mr. Pleasonton was of a 
different opinion, and observed that It 
was the part of prudence to take 
ueuures to preserve these .valuable 
papers of the revolutionary govern- 
ment. Had Mr. Plea son toa delayed 
but a few days, had he followed the 
advice of the secretary of war, an Ir- 
reparable loss would have been sus- 
tained. For the papers which Mr. 
Pleasonton had placed In the coarsa 
linen bags comprised the secret Jour- 
nals of congress, then not published; 
the -correspondence of Gen. "Washing- 
ton, his eoiainitisoB. resigned at the 
close of the war; the correspondence 
of Gen. Greece and other oncers of 
the revelation.- as well as laws, trea- 
ties, and correspondence of the depart- 
ment of state, from the adoption of the 
constitution down to that time. 


Mr. Pleasontoa had the bags carted 
o a grist mill which he selected as a 
jultable depository. 'The mill, which 
was oaoccnpled, belonged to Edgar 
Patersoa. and was situated on the Vir- 
ginia side of the Potomac, beyond the 
Cioia bridge, two miles above George- 
town. 


The last load tad left and Mr. Fleas- 


ontca was Just <ru!ttlng the vacant 
rooms, whea. turning back suddenly 
to see whether anything had been left 
behind, to his consternation he-saw 
the 
Declaration - of 
Independence, 


which had been overlooked, still hang- 
ing npoa the wall. He hastily cut It 
out of the frame and carried It awiy 
with the other paper*. . 


He then began to be uneasy about 


the 'place he cad chosen, for If the 
British took .Washington, which h» 
firmly believed they would do. and 
very *ooa at that, they would In all 
probability detach a force for the pur- 
pose of destroying a foundry for the 
making of cannon and, shot In the 
neighborhood, and of course 
would 


consider a grist mill too valuable a 
thing to be left standlag in a country 
they meant to subdae. Mr. Pleasontoa 
therefore visited some of the Virginia 
farm hoasef, whc*e owners were only 
too wining to loan him wagons fa 
which to convey the documents to 
I<eesburg. a distance of li miles. There 
ihey wert deposited In 
an empty 


house, the keys of which were given 
'jo Rev. Mr. Ltttlejoha. who was on* 
»t the collectors of Internal" revenue. 


Worn out with his labors. Mr. Pless- 


intoa states la a letter, he retired 
early to bed that night and s!ept 
'foundly.- Next morning h* was In- 
formed by the people cf tie little tav- 
ern where he had stayed that evening 
that they had seen during the night, 
the same being the 24th of August, a 
large fire la* the direction of Washing- 
ton, which proved to be the light froa 
the public buildings, which the toeing 
had; set on fire and (tamed to the 
grounl.

Whea he returned to Washington on 


the !Cth he found the pubile build- 
Ings stm burning, and learned that tie 
British army had evacuated th« city 
the preceding evening., la the belief 
that the American! were again assem- 
bling la the rear for the purpose cf 
catting off their'retreat.

But as the British fleet stm hovered 


la the neighborhood and threatened 
Washington with a second Invasion. 
It was cot considered safe to bring th* 
paper* of the state department hick 
for some weeks. la the meantime Mr. 
Pleasonton made occasional trips to 
Leesbure for. particular paper* to 
which the secretary of state had occa- 
sion bo refer In th* transaction of bust-
